The tragic toll is a sad 
co m­ 
mentary on the “sporting” pur­ 
suits of a civilized nation. 
Each y ear as the hunting Ma­ 
son opens, 
time-ho no red warn­ 
ings to be careful art clario ned 
to sportsmen 
in tv ery » tate in 
the land. Yet each season 
brings 
a new toll of deaths and accidents, 
¡whether for 
sheer carelessness, 
faulty firearms, drunkenness o r 
whatnot, 
New York , a representative 
hunting state 
which suffered 20 
hunting fatalities and 93 o thar in­ 
juries last y ear, made a surv ey 
of these accidents and 
came up 
with some interesting 
findings. 
The New Yo rk State Co rner 
v atlo n department’s research fo r 
last y ear sho wed that! 
One out of every 9 ,000 perso ns 
licensed to hunt in the state was 
injured in some way by gunfire; 
One out of every 32,000 licens­ 
ed deer hunters was fatally in­ 
jured; 
One out of every <13,000 licen­ 
ced small game hunters was fa­ 
tally injured, 
Whit’s mo re, the aurv ey 
fo r 
the past three y ears <191« to 
1949) rev ealed that 5 5 percent o f 
all accidents were caused by 
careless handling o f firearm*; 31 
percent by “ humans in the line 
o f fire” ; nine percent by “ mis­ 
taking humans fo r game,” and 
fiv e percent by rlcho chetlng bul­ 
lets. 
Another alarming note 
to the 
New York state survey was the 
fact that 30 percent o f all fatal 
accidents and 26 percent o f the 
non-fatal accidents 
were self- 
inflicted!

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 27—(AP) 
—Tod ay ’s GI Joe is a mu ch big­ 
ger problem to the Army psy cho­ 
logist than was the d ou ghboy of

While

problems are growing, the folks 
back home are learning to take 
war in their strid e. 
These were conclu sions in a 
report on “waj psy choses” pre­ 
pared for d eliv ery tod ay before 
the 12th International Congress 
on Military Med icine and Pharm­ 
acy . Dr. J. Paraire, med ical com­ 
mand er at Val-d e-Grace hospi­ 
tal of Paris, France, wrote it. 
Dr. Paraire say s not only are 
the mental d ifficu lties of the 
mod ern sold ier more 
complex , 
bu t there are more of them. He 
say s there are three times as 
many sold iers in World War II 
as in World War I, and ten times 
as many were in hospitals wilh 
nerv ou s complaints. 
He ad d s: 
“The second world 
war shows the cu riou s resu lt of 
an increase in mental d isord ers 
among armies and a d ecrease 
among the civ il popu lation.” 
Comparing the two wars, the 
d ifference in the ty pe of nerv ou s 
trou bles is striking. The French 
specialist asserts that hy steria 
and amnesia, forgetting who one 
is, has ju st abou t d isappeared . 
The mod ern sold ier’s trou bles 
tend more to show themselv es 
in phy sical forms — heart, lu ng 
and u rinary u psets and d isord ers 
in the sex u al organs. 
He believ es this increase 
in 
complex ity represents a “step in 
ftu man ev olu tion.”
